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Enemy Fortified Line 
Breached on Northwest 
—Reds Declare They 
Beat Off New Attacks 


on Factory.

MOSCOW, Oct. 24 (AP). — Red 
Army troops breached the front 
line of the Germans’ fortified left 
flank northwest of Stalingrad and 
the city’s garrison repulsed all at- 
tacks to hold a northside factory 
against a tank and dive bomber- 
supported infantry brigade, the 
Russians said today. 

(THe German high command as- 
gserted its forces in Stalingrad had 
taken the greater part of the Red 
October factory in an advance to 
the Volga and hac dislodged the 
Russians from several streets. The 
Nazis said the defenders were sub- 
jected to constant attacks by dive 
bombers and other planes). 

Red Version of Factory Fight. 

The Soviet noon communique 
said a German automatic rifle de- 
tachment which pierced the factory 
lines momentarily was wiped out 
to a man by the defenders. With 
mortar gunners playing a large 
part. in the defense, it was reported 
11 German tanks, 13 trucks and 
two artillery batteries were de- 
stroyed and two companies of in- 
fantry were exterminated about the 
factory. é 

“The enemy threw into the at- 
tack more than two regiments of 
infantry, accompanied by heavy 
tanks,” the midnight communique 
said. “Our units are beating off the 
Hitlerite attacks and inflicting 
heavy losses. One unit, by the end 
of the day, had disabled four Ger- 
man tanks and wiped out about a 
battalion of enemy infantry.” 

Of this and other actions about 
the city it was declared flatly: 
“Our troops repelled enemy attacks 
and held their positions.” 


This was the sixty-first day of 


the battle for Stalingrad. 
Action Northwest of City. 


F The noon communique told, with- 
out detail, of the Russian thrust 
which forced the gap in the Nazi- 
fortified area to the northwest. 
The earlier communique, however, 
said about 1000 Germans were 


killed and 12 Nazi planes were de- 
stroyed in fighting in which the 
Reds won two strong points and 
held them against three successive 
counterattacks. 

Loss of a water barrier by the 
defenders of the Western Caucasus 
was acknowledged in the noon 
communique. The invaders, strik- 
ing southeastward from Novoros- 
sisk, Black Sea port, were reported 
to have crossed the stream in the 
drive on Tuapse, another port. 

Russian counterattacks blocked 
expansion of the bridgehead, how- 
ever, and 180 Germans were killed 
in one sector, the communique 
said. The stream was not identi- 
fied, but it apparentaly was one 
of the mountain-fed southern trib- 
utaries of the Kuban. 

Red Army forces clearing a road 
fin the snow-capped Caucasian 
Mountains below Mozdok killed a 
company of Germans and 100 more 
were killed by Russian calavry- 
men who “pressed the enemy 
back” after beating off several at- 
tacks in another sector, it was as- 
serted. | 

Lake Ladoga Thrust Balked. 


The midnight communique an- 
nounced that Soviet troops, war- 
ships and planes had frustrated 
an attempt by plane-supported Axis 
detachments Thursday to land on 
an island in Lake Ladoga, which 
flanks Leningrad. Thirty boats 
were reported used by the enemy. 

“Sixteen landing vessels were de- 
stroyed and one vessel was cap- 
tured,” the communique said. “Fif- 
teen planes were brought down in 
air combat. Our vessels sustained 
no losses.” 

' The Russians reported the sink- 
ing of a 10,000-ton German trans- 
port in the Baltic. 


Reports from the Balkans said 
hundreds of carloads of equipment 
from dismantled French and Bel- 
gian petroleum refineries were be- 
Ying moved through Rumania to the 
North Caucasus, where the Ger- 
mans have captured the outer ring 
of Russia’s oi] fields.

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BRICKLEY JOINS THE PROCESSION. 

Football experts have argued, from time to time, 
for abolition of the place-kick as a means of scoring 
the point-after-touchdown, and not without reason.

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WHY NOT “STAGGER” THE FURLOUGHS? 
While various Government agencies are appealing 
to the public to avoid week-end travel and to elim- 
inate non-essential trips, in order to relieve and 
equalize the strain on the over-burdened transporta- 
tion systems, it would appear that one very impor- 
tant contributing factor to the congestion has been 
ignored.

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FRANCE REVIVES A MOVIE. 

For all its political naivete, “Mr. Smith Goes to 
Washington” was a thrilling film. It was not neces- 
sary to call a correspondent down from the press 
gallery to point. out its over-simplifications, its 
failure to be generoys enough to recognize that, de- 
spite all the machinations of Washington, the av- 
erage Congressman is reasonably decent, reasonably 
patriotic and, in general, doing a reasonably good 
job. 

But those’ flaws did not really make much dif- 
ference. After all, it was not supposed to be a 
documentary film, a civics lesson on celluloid. What 
it did superbly catch was the eternal freshness, the 
eternal hopefulness, the eternal bravery of the demo- 
cratic spirit. The spirit of Mr. Smith was immune 
to cynicism and corruption. It was the spirit that 
never gives up the fight, and, so, despite reverses, 
is the guarantor of decency in the darkest of times. 
Little wonder, then, that many of the movie 
houses of France, when confronted by an edict from 
Vichy forbidding the further showing of American 
films, chose “Mr, Smith” for.their final performance.

NE of the cardinal principles of Amer- 
ican democracy is a free press; that 
is to say, a press free to crusade and 
criticise, free to expound and to expose, 
free to report events as they come without 
fear or favor. The importance of such a 
press to American democracy can scarcely 
be exaggerated. 

A free press is a solvent press. Its sol- 
vency, and therefore in a special sense its 
freedom, depends pretty largely on the work 
of its advertising departments. 

It is well to be reminded of this at a 
time when, in over half the world, news- 
papers and other avenues of mass commu- 
nication have come under the domination, 
directly or indirectly, of unrepresentative 
and irresponsible governments. It is well 
to remember also that governments tend 
to become unrepresentative and irresponsi- 
ble in the measure that they come to domi- 
nate and control a servile communications 
industry. 

Such domination and control does not 
always wait upon sudden revolution, either 
from the Right or the Left. Often it comes 
more gradually and almost imperceptibly 
by bribery and subtle intimidation. There 
are exceptions, I suppose, but as a general 
rule, I'm sure, it can be said that the loss 
of financial solvency and independence is 
incompatible wfth freedom.

UNITED NATIONS COMMITTEES’ 
WORK WILL BE CO-ORDINATED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP).— 
Organization of a co-ordinating 
council for United Nations Com- 
mittees was announced here yes- 
terday by Mrs. J. Borden Harri- 
man, former United States Min- 
ister to Norway. 

Mrs. Harriman said representa- 
tives of five national organizations 
—the Free World association, Com- 
mission to Study the Organiza- 
tion of Peace, League of Nations 
Association, Church Peace Union 
and Citizens of Victory—had joined 
to urge the creation of local Unit- 
ed Nations Committees in every 
county in the nation. 

The purpose of these committees, 
Mrs. Harriman said, is to promote 
a better recognition of the mutual 
contribution “in blood and treas- 
ure” of the United Nations in the 
winning of the war, to support a 
more effective organization of Unit- 
ed Nations for post-war reconstruc- 
tion and to urge immedate devel- 
opment of permanent machinery 
for the world after the war.

The reason, of course, was, by 
stressing the unity of the Com- 
monwealth, to affirm in no un- 
certain tones that Britain is a 
world power, and not an island off 
the coast of Europe. Coming from 
the leader of that dominion which, 
before the war, was most isola- 
tionist, and spoken by a man who 
has proved himself throughout his 
whole career one of the most pro- 
gressive international thinkers, 
thé words had added power. 

And the manner and scope of 
the speech were indirect testimony 
that it is well for the world that 
Britain is a world power. For it 
was a knowledgeable speech, per- 
meated by a sense of history, mod- 
erated by a sense of proportion 
of the relative significance of 
every fact, and at every point 
dominated by the spirit of reason. 
It was profoundly civilized, its 
eloquence tempered by realism; 
humane and confident but not 
Utopian, having consideration for 
basic values and for the limita- 
tions of man’s power to make at 
once and forever a perfect world.

HE occasion was Trafalgar 

Day, and Field Marshal Smuts 
drew the parallel, for it commem- 
orates an occasion when the de- 
cisive blow was struck by the 
Brtish in the coalition against 
Napoleon, seeking to subject west- 
ern civilization.

As a mili- 
tary leader and a personality, Field 
Marshal Smuts is not the man to 
outline a Utopian paradise. Long 
intimacy with the intricacies of in- 
ternational affairs through the 
League of Nations deters him from 
promising too much after the ter- 
rible dislocations and destructions 
of this war. There spoke through 
him the humane spirit of a deeply 
Christian man, and the empirical 
and practical spirit which char- 
acterizes the English-speaking 
world. 

When, for instance, he replaces 
in his mind the League of Nations 
by the United Nations, he replaces 
a powerless agglomeration of gov- 
ernments by an alliance of peoples, 
who already represent a colossal 
power structure, east and west, on 
all the continents and seas of the 
world, and on that power struc- 
ture he proposes to begin building 
a new world. 

And as for the enemy countries 
—he sees their eventual integration 
through the provisions of the At- 
lantic Charter that need to be 
elaborated. 

But he sees that international al- 
liances, for peace or for war, are 
not enough; we must rebuild the 
social and economic structure of 
the world. And, again, 
proaches this question through 
realism and reason, and “not 
through simple and universal] solu- 
tions. He is convinced that in this 
twentieth century all people can 
be better fed, clothed, and housed, 
and that international institutions 
are needed to further this purpose 
—but institutions that grow out of 
the accumulations of our civiliza- 
tion and not by a rebellious de- 
struction of them. 

Altogether, this great statement 
deepens every alliance; recalls all 
to fidelity; and leaves open no 
hope of appeasement with the war 
lords of Japan or with Nazi Ger- 
many. It was the right word at 
the right moment.

Judge Phillips said. 

“The Price Control Act is a stat- 
ute born of the exigencies of war,” 
his opinion said.
